Gertrude McHugh, executive clerk in 
Governor R alston’s officer, who, with 
the help of several women employes 
at the statehouse, enrolled these hills 
during the last few days <>f the ses­ 
sion when the clerical work in the 
legislature was so voluminous that 
outside assistance had to he called. 
Tt was explained th at Miss Mc­ 
Hugh, with the assistance of some

in

legislative, previously had enrolled 
the public utility bill. This method of 
procedure was taken because of the 
extreme care which the adm inistra­ 
tion desired this bill to be prepared 
through its devious windings in leg­ 
islative channels.

Two classes of person s hav e, ap­ 
paren tly , firmly made u p their min ds 
that farm in g in New En glan d is a 
profitless ticklin g of barren rocks 
an d clods. 
On e of these classes is 
composed of person s who hav e seen 
n othin g of farmin g in New En glan d 
for twen ty y ears, bu t who remember 
that it was in tin * day s 
when 
they 
were h o y s , an d then thin k of the big 
fertile farms of 
the 
middle 
west, 
(ex ploited almost as mu ch as the 
“Aban don ed Farm s” of New En g­ 
lan d). 
The secon d con sists of those 
who hav e formed their opin ion re­ 
cen tly . hu t from what 
they 
hav e 
seen from train win dows as 
they 
rapidly skimmed throu gh. 


Bu t two importan t elemen ts 
hav e 
been operatin g. 
On e is that the lan d 
in the West, on ce s o free to all com­ 
ers, an d s o cheap per acre, has ad ­ 
v an ced to fabu lou s figu res, makin g 
it n ecessary for the farm ers of that 
section to obtain higher prices for 
their produ cts. 
An other is that a 
large growin g con su min g popu lation 
in New En glan d desires food, while 
the difficu lty in importin g some 
of 
the perishable or bu lky farm pro­ 


d u c t s from other states fu rn ishes an 
ex cellen t home market. 
Then too, observ ation from railway 
train s often resu lts 
in 
statemen ts 
which ex aggerate the amou n t of ba r­ 
ren lan d in New En glan d, an d this 
has aided the gen eral impression . As 
a ru le some of the poorest lan d lies 
in sight of the railway s, 
while 
the 
rest of this region is by n o mean s a 
of the same character. The tillable 
hin d is mu ch more ex ten siv e than is 
often u n derstood, tin » ex pert of 
the 
Departmen t of Agricu ltu re declares, 
while the n on -tillahle bin d of New 
En glan d 
is a 
v alu able 
asset 
as 
grazin g or woodlan d. 
“The dev elopmen t 
of 
profitable 
farmin g in New En glan d has n ot y et 
gon e so far bu t there* are n ow man y 
section s where tin * lan d is 
really 
cheap,” say s a report ju st issu ed by 
tin * Departmen t. 
“To make the pro­ 
du ction of crops pay good in terest 
on the v alu e of the lan d it mu st, of 
cou rse, be so chosen as to av oid the 
specu lativ e v alu es cau sed by su bu r­ 
ban or su mmer residen ces, or in a 
few cases by ov er-estimated farm 
v alu es. 
The v ery cheap lan d is of­ 
ten to be av oided also becau se it is 
n ot fitted for farm in g an d is at the 
momen t dev oid of forest cov erin g. 
Some of the cheap farm s are n ot 
large en ou gh in acreage, or produ ce 
too little in come per acre, to keep a 
farm er an d his family . 
Su ch farms, 
howev er, may form desirable parts 
of a larger farm bu sin ess. 
“Most of the real farm in g is don e 
on lan d v alu ed ;d from $10 to $100 
per acre, an d the greater part of it 
is perhaps on the lan d worth from 
$25 to $(50 an acre, the whole farm 
taken together.” 
With this con serv ativ e begin n in g 
the report goes on to show in 
ju st 
what crops farmin g may Ik* su ccess­ 
fu lly u n dertaken 
in 
this 
cou n try 
u su ally so disposed as farmin g lan d. 
“The distin ctiv e featu res of New 
En glan d farmin g are du e to the fact 
that the region as a whole is particu ­ 
larly adapted to the growth of grass
